Last Wodnosday the Sludenh' Council refused to 
accept the Dail/s policy statement. 

The chief complaint in general seems to hove been 
that our statement did not guarantee objectivity within 
the paper. On this point we can only refer our readers 
to the Canadian University Press Cede of Ethics (an 
acknowledged part of our policy statement) : 'The stuclent 
joumalitt should strive continually to be unbiased and 
accurate in his reports, and should strive to equip him- 
self adequately with fact to support his published state- 
ments.". . 

Council members did not question those parts of our 
statement that related to our freedom to make editorial 
comment in certain parts of the Dally. However, after the 
last vote some of them signed a statement that implied 
that we must present "both sides" of the issues discussed in 
the Daily. 

Quite frankly we are in a quandary. Just what does 
Council want us to give them, and you, our readership? 

In what seems at the moment to be an ' insoluble 
paradox we ask you, our readers, for your interpretations 
of this situation; and the mere basic one regarding 
Council-Daily relations.

Novelist and English professor Hugh Maclennan said Saturday that today's youth, 
unlike its counterpart of 30 years ago, "sees with naked eyes the evidence of the psychic 
failure of Western society."

In an address to a conference 
of teachers, school board re- 
presentatives and Department of 
Education officials, Professor 
MacLennan suggested that at the 
core of this failure is the delu. 
slon that material progress begets 
spiritual content. 

In the search for affluence 
and security the human person- 
ality has become "the prime 
casualty of a welfare state" and 
the Common Man "a producing 
and consuming agent in more or 
less perennial debt to the loan 
companies," he said. 

Those trying to teach at McGiU 
or other North American unive'r* 
siUes are faced with "a genera- 
tion in revolt against the entire 
System the majority of the older 
generation stands for."

The unwieldy assembly 

The concept of democracy on which open 
meetings are based is an old and honorable 
one. The sight of three hundred students in 
the Union 'Ballroom conducting the business 
of the Students' Society should bring to mind 
the citizens of <^thens gathered in the agora 
to govern. It should also remind one of the 
phrase 'participatory democracy' that some 
people have been tossing about recently. 

But it doesn't. A quick look through the 
Daily's files of the last few years will un- 
earth such headlines as "Meeting dissolves 
into chaos", the variant "Chaos . as 'Open 
Meeting' dissolves" and the most recent 
"Open meeting ends in chaos". Clearly, open 
meetings fall somewhat short of their goal 
of being the vehicle through which students 
are involved in the decision-making process. 

One could point, of course, to the logistic 
problems Inherent in an open meeting. 
There is the obvious difficulty of maintaining 



order in a large group. There is the at-best> 
imperfect knowledge of parliamentary pro- 
cedure among the participants. These dif- 
ficulties affect, to some extent, every deci- 
sion-making body, from the Students' Coun- 
cil to the Mother of Parliaments. Consider 
too that people who speak at open meet- 
ings are as likely to enjoy hearing the sound 
of their own voices as to have something to 
say, and that open meetings force impor- 
tant questions into a forty-five minute 
framework; a list of serious imperfections 
could go on and on. 

Too much concern with procedural 
problems is usually a sign that substantial 
matters either are being avoided or don't 
exist. But the problem of the open meeting 
is a serious ojie. The main instrument of 
student democracy, the SC, is neither repre- 
sentative, when the member for Divinity 
speaks for some twenty electors and each 
member from Arts and Science for close to 
two thousand, nor responsible, when 
members do not run for re-election and 



cannot be recalled before the electorate. 
One is understandably hesitant- about plac- 
ing the sole authority over a meaningful 
Students' Society in such a body. 

It is no answer to say that the Students' 
Society should be restricted to something 
called 'non-political' matters; that is nothing 
but abdication of responsibility. Nor is it an 
answer to soy that {he problem lies in the 
ignorance of the students and that difficul- 
ties with open meetings will disappear 
when students are better informed and 
stiident participation has a wider base; 
there is no evidence that open meetings 
provide a proper forum for the Jnformed 
and no sign that good old studeriPdpathy 
is finally on the way out.-lt has also been 
suggested that open meetings be de- 
emphasjzed in favor of the referendum, but 
then our experience with referenda last 
year was not an especially happy one. 

If we are stuck with the open meeting, 
we may as well moke the best of it; last 
week's effort was far from being the best 
of it. There is a movement to hold the next 
meeting at night so that it will attract only 
the genuinely interested and allow more 
time for discussion; good. The absurdity of 
trying to run an open meeting by rules that 
were mqcle^.for far .different affairs should 
also be cohsidered. And one might remem- 
ber that presiding over such an unwieldly 
assembly colls for certain qualities on the 
port of the chairman, and that foremost 
among these are enough competence lii 
handling the gavel to maintain firm control 
of the meeting and enoughjwstraint pot to 
use that control to niak'^ltiiSIm^^ 
parody of democracy. '

This vocal shot In the arm is designed to relieve the coach's 
tension about being fired and allow him to concentrate 
on running the team. However, in recent years this "vote of 
confidenceT has turned out to be the lull before the storm 
because management has put the coach on the unemployed 
rolls soon after' he receives the kind words and slaps of 
encouragement on the back. For example, pundits close to 
the Canadian Football League expect to see B. C. Lions coach J; 
Dave Skrien looking for another job now that the Lion 
hierarchy has issued its second "vote of confidence" in the 
past month. 

The coaching staff of the junior varsity football Indians 
need not fear for a moment if they were to receive a "vote 
of confidence" from their superiors.

Redmen blanked by Gaels

The football Redmen, five-time losers In the Senior Intercollegiate Football League 
this year, made it a perfect six In a row against Queen's Golden Gaols Saturday as they 
fumbled nine times — losing the ball on' eight o<|casions — and wound up on the wrong side 
of a 30 - 0 score on the snow-covered field at Richardson Memorial Stadium in Kingston.

Ferguson kicked two 
singles of 40 and 45 yards and 
barrelled through the Redmen 
defence to block a punt by Ron 
Barrle and ramble 25 yards to 
recover the ball in the Redmen 
end zone. Potvin's moment of 
glory came late in the second 
quarter when he picked up a 
fumble by Redmen 'quarterback 
Robin McNeil and scooted 102 
yards for the touchdown. The 6', 
185 lb. Law student also booted 
three converts,

were thrown at Redmen's great 
fullback and defensive half Peter 
Hewlett. 

Hewlett, playing the last game 
of his career for the Redmen, 
went out in glory, going two ways 
and leading the defence which 
was a bright spot in an otherwise 
dismal day for Redmen football 
fortunes.-./ Post - game dressing 
room hangers-on were comparing 
the 6' 2", 216 lb.

Skippy Kemer directed the 
well-balanced Indian attack to 
its second onesided victory in 
as many games. Exploding for 
three touchdowns in the first 
quarter, the Tribe were never 
threatened for the lead and only 
in the last few minutes was the 
sputtering RMC offense able to 
move the ball. 

The Indians overran the hap> 
less Cadet defense and piled up 
200 yards rushing. The leading 
ground gainer was halfback Jay 
Garland who scampered around 
the end six times collecting 90 
yards and leaving a trail of 
fallen Cadets behind him every- 
time lie took the ball.

Speedy end Rich Mash grab- 
bed a perfect pass from Kerner 
late in the first quarter for his 
seventh touchdown of the sea^ 
son after beating his defenders 
by five yards.
